Action has been taken on 
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Board passed at its twenty-third Annua! Meeting held at 
Cuttack in December, 1947. 

1 In connection with Resolution No. II, information 
was sought from the Government of India regarding their 
views on the adoption of Indian languages as media of instruc¬ 
tion in Indian Universities. The proposal was discussed by 
the Central Advisory Board of Education at their fifteenth 
meeting held at Allahabad in January, 1949, and it was resol¬ 
ved that the aim of all Universities should be the replace¬ 
ment of English by an Indian language as the medium of 
instruction at the University stage in the shortest possible 
time consistent with the maintenance of standards of 
teaching and efficiency of training, particularly in scientific 
and technical subjects, and also the preparation of books 
required for the purpose. They also resolved that a final 
decision in the matter should be deferred pending the report 
of the Universities Commission.

Replies were received from 11 Universities. Most of 
the Universities are in favour of the proposal. The Govern¬ 
ment of India are taking steps to form an All-India Council 
of Social Services one of the purposes of which will be to 
hve grants to bodies doing social service. When the 
Council is formed it will be possible for the Universities to 
apply to the Council for financial help, i necessary. The 
Governments of Bengal, Madras, Mysore and Orissa have 
signified their approval of the recommendation. (See

6 Resolution No. VIII, requesting the Universities 
having Engineering Faculties to send their opinion regarding 
the syllabus and scope of examination etc. of the proposed 
Diploma Course in Engineering sponsored by the All India 
Council for Technical Education : 

As definite views on the subject were received only 
fjom three of the Universities, the matter could not be tis- 
ssed further by tire Standing Committee. (See Appendix 

D.) 

7 Resolution No. IX, requesting the Government of 
India to place the total amounts available to the Government 
of India under the Fullbright Act at the disposal of the 
University Grants Committee for distribution to the Univer¬ 
sities for developing post-graduate work and research was 
communicated to the Government of India. The Govern 
ment of India has replied as follows : 

“The Fullbright Act of the |Jnited States of America 
prescribes conditions for the expenditure of the United 
States Government’s share of the sale proceeds of United 
States surplus war property in several countries including 
India As the funds in question belong to the United States 
Government, the question of the Government of India mak¬ 
ing the amount available to the University Grants Commit¬ 
tee for distribution to the Universities for developing 
post-graduate work and research does not arise. The 
Government of India are, however, examining in consultation 
with the United States Government, proposals tor the 
utilization of the Fund (which is available for expenditui 
certain restricted purposes and in rupee currency only ) foE 
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cultural and educational programmes of interest to both 
countries”. 


8 Resolution No. X, requesting the Central and Pro¬ 
vincial Governments to sanction liberal grants to the Uni¬ 
versities to develop research in fundamental and applied 
sciences and in Arts was communicated to them. The Cen¬ 
tral Government lias noted the recommendations while the 
Bows, of Bengal, Madras and Mysore have replied that they 
are already helping t leir Universities in the matter. 


9 Resolution No. XI, recommending that a Central 
Institute of Applied Psychology be established by the 
Government of India at Delhi in close association with the 
Universities, was communicated to the Government of India. 
The reply received in the matter is as follows : 

The Government of India are proposing to set up an 
Institute of Psychology as an adjunct to the Central In¬ 
stitute of Education under the Delhi University. The work 

of w te , w \ n ’ however > be confined to ’ Educational 

and Child Psychology.

Goods, as these things of the required quality and 
snicifications are not available in this country, was communi¬ 
cated to the Government of India, and other authorities as 
desired in the Resolution. 

The Ministry of Education replied that applications 
from the Universities and Educational Institutions in India 
for Import Licences for the importation of scientific equip¬ 
ment and machinery from abroad would be recommended 
by them on the merit of each case to the Chief Controller 
of Imports, New Delhi, for favourable consideration. The 
application should be in triplicate on the prescribed forms. 
Two copies of each of the prescribed forms were sent to the 
Universities by the Inter-University Board Office for neces¬ 
sary action. 

15 Resolution No. XX (2), requesting that the auto¬ 
nomy of the Universities be borne in mind by the Central 
and Provincia Governments in their new legislations was 
communicated jto them. The Central Government and the 

Governments of Bengal, Madras, and Mysore have noted the 
resolution. 

16 Resolution No. XXI, regarding the introduction 

Oa a scheme formulated by the Utkal University pertaining 
to a compulsory test of physical fitness at the Matriculation 
stage of all Indian Universities was circulated among the 
Universities for their opinion. (See Appendix G)| . . 

The question does not apply to some of the Universi¬ 
ties. The general opinion of the Universities is that it is 
not desirable to make it an integral part of the Matricula- 

^ion Examination, although they are in favour of encouraging 
physical fitness by other means. 

17 In reply to Resolution No. XXV, the Government 
o India have stated that they have noob ection to permission 
being given to Professors and Lecturers of Indian Universi¬ 
ties to join the International Association of University 
rrotessors and Lecturers in London. 

18 Resolution No. XXXIII, laying down a new proce¬ 
dure for election of three representatives of the Medical 
faculties of the Universities to the Governing Body of the 
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India Research Fund Association, was communicated to the 
Universities concerned. All of them have approved of this 
a id cnanged their constitution in this respect accordingly. 

The other resolutions which did not need any specific 
action were communicated to the Universities.

MEETINGS AND CONFERENCES. 

T a fcf hiring the year under report a Conference of Execu¬ 
tive Heads of Universities of the British Commonwealth was 
held at Bristol from 13th to 17th July, 948. Professor P. 
N. Banerjee, Sir Ivor Jennings, Dr. Wali Mohammad, Sir 
A. L. Mudaliar, Mr. H. C. Papworth, Dr C. R. Reddy, Mr. 
M. Ru hnaswamy and Sir C. P. N. Singh, Vice-Chancellors 
of the Universities of Calcutta, Ceylon, ( smania ( Hydera- 
bad-Deccan )., Madras, Travancore, Andhra, Annamalai and 
Patna represented their respective Universities at the 
Conference.

A preparatory Conference of Representatives of 
Universities was convened by the U. N. E. S. C. O. at 
Utrecht from 2nd to 13th August, 1949. The Govern¬ 
ment of India having been invited to send three representa¬ 
tives to the Conference, referred the matter to the Inter- 
University ooard, which deputed Sir C. P. N. Singh., 
i\\ 1 i thnaswamy, Vice-Chancellors of Patna and Annamalai 
Universities, and Principal G. H. Sinha of Bhagalpur College 
as participants in the Conference. The first two representa¬ 
tives read short papers on the history and development of 
Indian University Education at the Conference. 

The Board heartily thanks the delegates mentioned 
above for representing the Inter-University Board, India, 
and the Universities of India at these conferences. 

Twenty-fourth Annual Meeting of the Inter- 
University Board and the Sixth Quinquennial Conference 
of Universities were held at the University of Madras in 

December, 194S. The Annual Meeting was attended by 17 
members of the Board, and the conference by the 17 mem¬ 
bers and 38 other delegates from the various L mverities. 
Apart from these, the Educational Adviser to the Govern- 
• ment of India and some of the members of the Ministry of 
Education, members of the University L om mission, 11 
Universitv Grants Committee and the F. P. S. C., Representa¬ 
tives of the Ministry of Defence, and Directors or Princi¬ 
pals of some Institutions were present by invitation. The. _ 
meetings were specially important in view of the fact that 
they were the first to 1 - held in a free India.

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On the 1st January 1949, there was a Conference on 
Post-Graduate Medical Education convened by the 
Inter-University Board and the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Health, at which the Vice-Chancellors, re¬ 
presentatives or Medical Faculties in the Universities, and 
representatives of the Ministry of Health were present. 
Important resolutions affecting Post-graduate Medical 
Education were adopted, the most important of which being 
(a) the need for maintenance of minimum standards in 
regard to post-graduate qualifications in the Faculty of 
Medicine, a id (b) the setting up of an All-India Council or 
Post Graduate Medical Education. 


THE UNIVERSITIES COMMISSION.' 

» - Resolution No. XXXII of the Inter-University Board, 
passed. at their twenty-second annual meeting held at 
Jaipur in 1946 had been communicated to the Government 
of India, recommending t >e constitution of a Universities 
Commission on the lines of the Sadler Commission to report 
on the work of Indian Universities and to suggest any changes 
*'*/ may be ueeined desirable in the light of modern conditions 
and changes in educational policies adopted in other countries 
and to suit modern requirements in India. The Board re¬ 
commended that the Commission should be mainly composed 
t educationalists with University experience rom 

n la and abroad. The resolution was also recommended by 
t e Central Advisory Board of Education, India.

ELECTIONS.

The Ninth Annual Meeting of the Inter-University 

Snorts Board was held at the University of Madras on the 

28th of March, 1949. in which the representatives of 14 
Universities and the All India Hockey Federation participa- 
ted The Proceedings of the meeting will he found in 
Aopendix (Id). The reports of the Secretary and of ti e 
Organisers of the Zonal and Inter-Zonal Tournaments are 

given in Appendices (1 ii & in.) 

Action on the resolutions or the Sports Board has been 
taken. A committee wit ; Prof. S Mathai, Secretaiy o t c 
Inter-University Board, as convener, and the representatives 
of Aligarh, Delhi and East Punjab as members was appointed 
to revise the Rules Book of Inter-University Tournament>. 

Correspondence is going on between the Chairman. 
Standing Committee, Inter-University Board, and the Inter- 
University Board, Pakistan, for the return of Trophies 
Athletics, Hockey, Swimming and Tennis which belong J 
the Inter .University Board. India, but are at present held p> 
the Punjab University, Lahore. 
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The Bangalore Blues Football Club, Bangalore, and the 
Universities of Patna and Madras have kindly donated 
trophies for Inter-University Tournaments in Basket ball. 
Wrestling and Boxing respectively. The University of 
Calcutta is expected to donate a trophy for Badminton. 

The Sports Board emphasised that Universities must 
participate in as many events of Inter-Universitv Sports as 
possible irrespective of their chances of success ; and sugges¬ 
ted that Athletics and ocher sports must be encouraged 

among women students of Universities on an Inter-Univer- 
sitv basis. 

The Sports Board reso ved that the Committee stated 
,u L should prepare a form to be filled in by the organis ng 
Universities and sen to the Secretary, in which accurate 
lecords of the results of Inter-University Sports ant 
Athletics might be preserved. It also suggested that 
uptodate information regaining Inter-University Sports and 
Tournaments should ,be included in the proposed Annual 
Bulletin of the Inter-University Board. 


The Sports Board also resolved that the whole question 
of the method ot selection of Inter—University Cricket and 
other teams, and for foimum a panel of Umpires be examin- 
ni an '- 1, that roi tins purpose a Committee consisting of the 
representatives of Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta Madras a id 
Osmania Universities is appointed.

* CONCLUDING REMARKS. 

The Board continued to function as an Inter-University 
Employment Bureau. Advertisements for vacancies received 
from different Universities of India and foreign countries, 
as also from the Government of India and the Federal and 
Provincial Public Service Commissions were circulated among 
the Universities. 

The Board kept itsel in touch with the various Minis¬ 
tries of the Government of India, the Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research and other bodies. 

Enquiries from Students, Universities and the Minis¬ 
tries of the Government of India were duly attended to. 

The Secretary feels obliged to report that the response 
from the Universities to enquiries and requests for informa¬ 
tion has not been as satisfactory as one could wish. There 
has hardly been a single instance in which replies were 
received from all the Universities to questions addressed to 
them. When replies came they usually came very late, often 
after several reminders; and frequently the replies were 
unhelpful, consisting of some cliche like “the matter is under 
consideration”. 

It is hoped that in future the response from the Univer¬ 
sities will be more prompt and effective. Only thus can the 
work of the Inter-University Board become most useful to 
the Universities and to the Nation. 

For al' the courtesy and co-operation received from 
the Universities and the Governments the Board places on 
record its grateful appreciation. 

The Board finds itself in the same position as before 
in the matter of the accommodation of its office and staff. 
The Office is housed in a couple of rooms of the Bungalow 
owned by Sir Gokul Chand Narang, at 10-A Cavalry Linos. 
Being part of a private residence these rooms are most 
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unsaleable i:or on ice purposes. No residential accommoda¬ 
tion for the Secretary and the Staff could be arranged ever 
since the office came to Delhi and this has caused very great 
haid.'bip t them. It is regie red that the Government oi 
India could not help us in this matter. All efforts through 
other channels have failed to solve this acute problem.

The University is in entire agreement with the proposal of tin ( 
ordinating Committee of the All-India Council i'or Technical Education for 
appointing a Joint Committee of the inter-University Board and the 
Council of the All-India Council I’or Technical Education, to review the 
position of Technical Education in the country, and laying down general 
principles in regard to the higher Technical Education. As it is, the 
standard of Degree examinations in the various Universities varies con¬ 
siderably in regard to the duration of the courses, scale of stal an< 
equipment, in the opinion of the University, uniformity in th cse matters 
will go a long way in improving the efficiency of instruction and lead to 
economy. 

Another point which the Committee could discuss is the allocation 
of several specialised courses such as Naval Architecture, Aeronautics, 
Roil Mechanics etc. to di Ferent Engineering Colleges on All India basis. It 
will thus be possible to avoid duplication of courses resulting in over-pro¬ 
duction of personnel in certain areas, and under-production in others. Tor 
instance, at the present time, the requirements of Naval Architecture are 
not such as to justify its introduction in more than one Institution and 
so on. 


Regarding the curricula of the All India Diploma in Enginnering, 
given in Appendix B, the University is of the opinion that they could be 
modified in several respects so as to be upto the standard of Degree Exa¬ 
mination. The University does not propose to go into details a;- this will 
have to be done bv the Committee which is proposed to be formed. 

Note hy Osmania University. 

L’he syllabi of the All-india Diploma in Engineering are more or less 
the same as those of Bachelor’s degree courses of the Indian Universities. 
It is not known what minimum qualifications are required for admission to 
the Diploma courses. However, on going through the syllabi it is presumed 
that only such candidates who have passed the Intermediate Science 
Examination can satisfactorily follow and digest the diploma courses. On 
this presumption, the Universities should have no objection to the migra¬ 
tion of students to and from such Technical Institutions, Further, such 
Institutions may get themselves affiliated to Universities thereby entitling 
their students to degrees as well diplomas. 

A co-ordination Committee o\ the All-India Council for Technical 
Education and Inter-University Board may be appointed early to review 
Technical Education in the Universities. 


Mote by the Rajputana University. 

1. The introduction of All- I ndia Diploma courses in Engineering an< 
the institution ol National Certificates or All India Diplomas is a most 
essential and urgent matter.

(c) Executive and Directional staff - Asstt. Engineers, Executive 
and Superintending Engineers. Designers and Eesearch Workers, 
Managers, Directors and Administrators. This category should be 
trained in Engineering Colleges of the Universities and Higher 
Post-graduate and Research institutions. 


«>. There should not be overlapping in the fields of training. Nationa\ 
Certificate holders should be confined to category (b) and University Degree 
holders to category jc). There should be a clear cut demarcation between 
the training of the two categories—and the courses of training should each

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In accordance with the resolution of the inter-University Sports 
Board arrived at its Nagpur meeting, the dates of the matches were fixed 
so as to start the Tournament on the 20th January, 1949, and finish it on 
the 31st January, 1949; but the final dates on which the All-India Finals 
should have been played were postponed by a day to the 31st January 
and 1st February, on account of the First Anniversary of Mahatma 
Gandhi’s death. For this, the approval of the Board was taken; and Pat¬ 
na was duly informed. 

The Ceylon University which sent an entry did not send its team; 
and the matches o.i the South Zone w r ere otherwise played according to 
schedule on the University^ courts at Annamalainagar. The results of the 
matches played are as under, Madras winning the South Zone Finals r 
against da van core in the Final matches : 


Top Round : Mysore beat Annamalai by 4 matches to 1 

Travancore beat Osmania by 5 to Nil 
Tra van core beat Mysore by 5 to Nil

South Zone Finals : Madras beat Travancore by 4 to 1. 

The All-India Finals could not be played under the following 
circumstances : Patna sent a telegram, one on the 26th January, to say 
that the Aligarh University had won the North Zone Finals and another— 
in response to an enquiry on the 29th January, 1949, to say that the Ali¬ 
garh team had left Patna, programme being unknown. Till the 31st Jan¬ 
uary, the Team had not reported Annamalainagar and so a telegram was 
seni to Aligarh to find out the cause ; and the Registrar of the University 
111 rei>ly telegraphed to say that the distance was too long, the interval too 
short, a i-travel unbearable and that a common centre was desirable. But 
as these facts should have been well-known to the Universities participa¬ 
ting in the events, any representation needed in this connection should 
have heen made in time io the Board. The Madras team waited here till 
the 1st February and then left, pending a decision. That decision, circum¬ 
stances would require, should be in favour of the award of the year’s 
ham pionshij) in Tennis to Mat ras—which may be considered to have got a 
walk-over in the Finals against Aligarh. But I may report that Madras was 
willing to have the Finals played at Madras if the team did come ultimately, 
b r wnw for the orders of tiie Secretary of the Board what the decision 
should be and how t tat decision should be communicated.

For the first time since her participation in the Inter-Uilivcrsitv 
i- 1 i' ^ i :r lament for ijhe Robin ton Baria Trophy, Ceylon came closest to 

making a bid for championship honours than ever before. But after re¬ 
gistering convincing victories over both Annamalai and Nagpur the hopes 
of the Ceylon team were laid to earth, for Bombay who incidentally won 
the Trophy for the 6th successive year, made short shrift of Ceylon in the 
South Zone final, defeating them quite easily by an innings. 

| ; ( fi rst ' match against Annamalai University was played at Colomho 
and resulted in a win for the home team bv an innings and 114 runs. The 
highlights of this game were the brilliant fielding of the Ceylon under¬ 
grads, which was chiefly responsible foi the low totals of their opponents 
in both innings—123 and 81 and a typical skippers knock by Anton Perera 
whose 171 not out made in 51 hours constitutes a new r Inter-University 
record, in that he is the first 1 > smai i o open the innings and carry out pis 
bat with a century to his credit. Another record was the last wicket 
partnership between the brothers Antou and Mauhcb Perera, who put on 
/6 runs. Mention should also be made of the Annamalai skipper, N. 
Krishna mu rt hi, who bore the brunt of the bowling and captured 6 for 89. 
Among the bowling successes on the Cevlon side, Maurice Perera ( 4 for *^6) 
R. Weerakoon ( 3 for 42 & 4 for 29 ), S.‘ M. Moujood ( 3 for 29 ) and T. L 
Perera (4 for 10 ) were more than a match for the Annamalai batsmen. 


Ceylon qualified to meet Nagpur University w^ho had earlier accounted 
<>r^Omiania in im mji rtm tashion, after rattling up 538 runs. The match 
ended in a victory for the home team (the fixture was played at Colombo)) b 
b wickets. Nagpur made scores of 191 and 227 to which Cevlon replied with 
totals of 296 and 124 for 4 wickets. S. M. Moujood shone as an all-rounder 
m this game, ;ind his bag of 10 for 89 in the match and a score of 26 not 
out-made when his side was in need of valuable runs--in no small measure 
contributed to his side’s victory. C. D. L. Fernando (95) and S. J. 
Inambiah (78 i partnered each other in a productive stand of 166 runs 
tor the 4th wicket, the former aided by not a little luck in the course of 
his innings : his fielding, however, was a match-winning factor 


agpur were greatly indebted to their skipper G. D. Misra, who 
proved himself a fine all-rounder, scoring 56 and 43 in both innings be¬ 
sides taking 4 for 63 in Ceylon’s first innings. Narnsimhan (63) played a 
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delightful innings when h'is team batted a second time. The Nagpur Held 
ing, however, never at any stage impressed, and several catches were 
unaccountably dropped. Ceylon’s 2nd innings was featured by a big 
opening partnership of 86 runs between T. L. Pereara (4c and Anton 
Perera (36) made in 50 minutes, which laid the foundation of victory well 
ahead of Lunch time on the third day. 

The South Zone final between Ceylon and Bombay, who won 
through to the final on a first innings decision against Madras, was destined 
to be in the nature of an anti*climax for the local team as Ceylon ultima¬ 
tely succumbed in a very tame fashion. Totals of 148 and 90 by the 
Ceylon XI were by no means match winning, and Bombay’s score of 264 

was quite sufficient for an outright victory. 


In Ceylon’s first innings, only M. Wright (24) and Anton Perera (21) 
contributed respectable individual scores. ■ ie remaining bat sin n wm ( 
do nothing right against the well flighted spinners of S. P. Gupte, who 
captured 6 for 53. The hall-mark of class stamped Bombay s fielding in 
both innings. When Bombay batted, their pioneers, B. R. Irani (57) ami 
P. G. Joshi (58) put on 102 runs for the 1st wicket before being seperated, 
but visions of a mammoth score failed to materialize and Bombay stood 
dismissed for 264- incidentally their lowest score in this year's Tou ament. 
This was chiefly the result of superb fielding by the Ceylon side, which 
gave nothing away. S. M. Moujood once again bowled well to take 4 tor 
46. Going in a second time, Ceylon were dismissed for omy JO runs. 
This time G. S. Ramchand, the Bombay opening bowler struck teiTor in 
the ranks of the Ceylon batsmen, and in a sustained spell of accurate and 
fiery bowling, returned the splendid analysis of 5 for 17, me u ™|jf . 
coveted hat-trick. Ramchand thus became the iirst individual to register 
such a feat in the Tournament, and in so doing, set up another Inter-L di¬ 
versity record.
